Say ye to the Righteous, that it ſhall be well 


HERE arevery evident and remark- 
able Differences among Mankind. 
Some are Rich, and ſomeare Poor; ſomeare 


Honourable, and ſome are Mean; ſome are 


endowed with very lively and powerful In- 
tellects, and others are but of flow and 
{lender Underſtanding ; but theſe Differences 


between Men and Men are by no means the 


moſt important, however they may moſt.ex- 
cite the Attention, and determine the Re- 
gards of the World about them ; for there is 
a Difference much more momentous 'than 
any that has been mentioned, and which 
1s moſt, I might ſay in a manner alone con- 
ſidered by the great Lord of All, and ac- 
cording to which he will award at laſt the 
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eternal Sentence of infinite Happineſs or in- 
finite Miſery ; and this Difference is no other, 
in one Word, than that of THE RicuTrous 
and THE Wickep. If a Man is found 
among the Number of the firſt of theſe 
Characters, let his Condition in this World 
be never ſo low, let his Figure in this World 
be never ſo inſignificant, and let his intel- 
lectual Abilities and Accompliſhments be 
never ſo ſcanty and inconſiderable, yet he 
will be owned and accepted of his Maker 
and Judge in the great Day as his Frignd 
and Favourite, and will be bid welcome by 
Him into the Joys and Glories of his Pre- 
fence and Kingdom; while, on the other 
Hang, i6 a Perſon is found at laſt among the 
Company of the Wicked, whatever were 
his Riches, whatever were his Honours, 
Whatever were his Powers of Genius, what- 
ever were his Acquiſitions in Knowledge, he 
will be rejected, condemned, and accurſed of 
his Maker, and muſt fink under the Weight 
of his righteous Indignation into everlaſting 
Shame and Sorrow, into that bottomleſs. Pit 
.of Perdition, where the Worm dies net, and 
wherethe, Fire is not quenched; & according to 
thoſe

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k thoſe very juſt, as well as ſolemn Lines of 
. Dr Watts in his Lyric Poems: 


There's a Day haſt' ning ('tis an awful Day) 
When the great Sov'reign ſhall at large review 
All that we ſpeak, and all we do, 
The ſeveral Parts we act on this wide Stage of Clay: 
Theſe he approves, and thoſe he blames, 
And crowns perhaps a Porter, and a Prince he damns. 
O, if the Judge from his tremendous Seat 
Shall not condemn what I have done ! 
I ſhall be happy though unknown, 
Nor need the gazing Rabble, nor the ſhouting Street: 


Since then this is the Cafe, that the grand 
Concern is whether we are among he 
Righteous or the Wicked, let us lay afide all 
other Matters, the Triffes and Shadows of 
Time, the little and tranſient Diverſities of 
the prefent Life, and conſider with a ſerious 
Application to ourſelves what is the Charac- 
ter, and what will be the Condition of be 
Righteous, and what is the Character, and 
what will be the Condition of the Wicked. 

Say ye to the Righteous, that it fhall be well with 
him. The Words are a plain Propofition, 
and this uttered from the Oracle of God him- 


| B 2 ſelf, 
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ſelf, and recorded in the Writings of a Pro- 
phet ſent by him, and ſpeaking under his In- 
ſpiration. How worthy therefore of our 
deepeſt Attention! Let us then, 


Fir, Confider the Character here men- 
tioned, that of tbe Righteous. And, 
Secondly, The Blefledneſs connected with 
this Character; Say ye t the Rightecus, 

that it ſhall be well with him. 


I. Let us conſider the Character here men- 


tioned, that of the Righteous. 
And from the ſame Scriptures which men- 
tion the Righteous, and the Bleſſedneſs that 


belongs to him, let us learn what it is that 


conſtitutes his Character, or what are the 
Qualifications neceſſary to compoſe it. And, 

(1.) Shall we not find that Perſon to be 
11gbtecus according to the Scriptures, who is 
of an humble and contrite Spirit? Or in 
other Words, ſhall we not find it abſolutely 
requiſite, in order that a Perſon may be truly 
denominated Righteous in the Scripture- 
ſenſe, to be of an humble and contrite Spirit ? 
Religion, however high 1t riſes, though it 
| reaches 
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reaches up to Heaven, and the Top-Stone of 
the Divine Structure is laid in Glory, yet 
begins low, and lays its Foundation in the 
Soul in the deepeſt Humiliation and Abaſe- 
ment before Gop. We are all Sinners be- 
fore Gop, and that we may come within 
the Bond of his Covenant, be reſtored to his 
Favour, and may enjoy him as our Gop, it 
is proper, that we ſhould come before him as 
Tranſgreſſors, as Penitents, as utterly un- 
worthy of his kind Regards, and as merito- 
rious of his awful Indignation againſt us. 
The Sacrifices of GoD are à broken Spirit; a 
broken and a contrite Heart, O Gor; thou 
wilt not deſpiſe (a). For thus ſaith the High and 
Lofty One, abo inhabits Eternity, whoſe Name 


is holy, I duell in the high and holy Place, with 


him alſo that is of a contrite and bumble Spirit, to 


_ revive the Spirit of the Humble, and the Heart 


of the contrite ones (H. That is a ſtriking Re- 


preſentation to our Purpoſe in our Loxp's 


Parable of the Phariſee and the Publican, 
where he acquaints us, that the vainglorious 
Pbariſee, with the pompous Diſplay of his 
Excellencies, was rejected by Gop, while the

poor Publican, who dared not to lift up his

And 
let it not be unnoticed by us, that upon theſe 
particular Inſtances our Loxn makes a ge- 
neral Obſervation that includes all Men, all 
Sinners in their Trauſactions with an holy 
oftended Gop z for every one, ſays he, that 
exalts himſelf, ſhall be abaſed ; and he that hum- 
bles bimſelf ſhall be exalted (d). A Variance, 


& Breach has taken Place between Gop and 


us. We have broken his Laws, trampled 
upon his Authority, abuſed his Goodneſs, 


and are obnoxious to his avenging Juſtice, 
and therefore we are to come before him, not 


with the Oſtentation of our imaginary Virtues, 
with any Claims of Deſert at his Hands, as 


profitable Servants, but as Delinquents, as 
Malefactors, who lie entirely at Mercy; not 
unlike the Servants of Benbadad in their Em- 


baſſy to the King of Mrael, who put Sack- 
.clath on their Loins, and Ropes upon their 


Heads, and in this humiliating Manner im-

(2.) Shall we not find that Perſon to be 
righteous, according to- the Scriptures z or, 
in other words, ſhall we not find it abſolutely 
neceſſary in order that a Perſon may be truly 
denominated righteous in the Scripture-ſenſe, 
who looks for Juſtification and Acceptance 
with Gop to his Merey, as vouchſafed 
through the Mediation and Merits of the Lord 
Jesvs Curtsr ? As Sinners, as we have 
ſhewn under the foregoing Particular, we 
are to come to Gop, and look only for Sal- 
vation to the divine Mercy; but then let us, 


according to the Inſtructions of ſacred Writ, 
conſider that this Mercy is to be expected, to be 
applied for, and received by us in that Way, 


and in that Way only, which Gop himſelf 
has appointed. And what Way 1s this, but 
the Mediation and Merits of the Lord Jzsus 
Cukisr? Who, though he was the eternal 
Son of Gop, yet became incarnate in our 
Nature, took our Place, bore our Sin, and 
was made our Sacrifice, and Ranſom, and 
in Virtue of it appears in Heaven as our

Advocate and Ihterceſſor, and thus diſcharges 


us from Guilt and Condemnation, and brings 


us into, a State of Favour and Acceptance 
with God, in full Harmony with his Truth, 


Juſtice, and Holineſs. When as Sinners we 


turn ourſelves to the Merey of Gop; we are. 


to remember that it is in Chriſi that Gobi. 
reconciling the World unto lumſeiſ, not impirting 
their Treſpaſſes unto them (p) Nhat wi are juſ- 
tified dy Divine Grace thraygh the Redemption 
that it in CHRIST JESUS (9). += And, that as 
Sin bath reigned unto Death, even ſo dee Grace 
reign through Righttouſneſs unit eternal Life by 
Cn JEsvs or! LorD (7). Do we then 
for our Juſtification and Acteptance at the 
Bar of an infinitely holy and juſt Gor) look 
to his Merey ſhining forth upen us in the 
Face of J=svs Cur1sT? Are we willing to 
lay hald on Salvation through a Redeemer? 
Is it our Language, Behold, O Lord, our 
« Shield, and look upon the Face of thine 
« Anointed! Let us be accepted in Ixsus the 
« Beloved of thy Soul, and O that he may be 
ce the Saviour of gurs ! For his Sake be gra-

* and what we owe let it be placed tothe Ac- 
count of our Surety, as he is the End of 
e the Law for Righteouſneſs; as there is 
% Redemption. in his Blood, even the For- 
« giveneſs of Sins, according to the Riches 
ef Divine Grace.” 

As Noah and his Family aneh them- 


ſelves for Safety from the impending Deluge 
to the Ark; as the Mrarlites, bitten by the fiery 


Serpents in the Wilderneſs, looked for Heal- 


ing to the Brazen Serpent which Gop had 
appointed for their Cure; and as the Man- 
ſlayer, with the Blood of Innocence upon 
him, and in Danger of Deſtruction from the 
Avenger behind him, fled for his Life to 
the City of Refuge ſo let us betake ourſelves, 
let us look, let us fly to the Lord Jasvs CarsT, 


to his Mediation, to his Merits, - deſiring to 


be found in him, not having our own Righteouſneſs, 
which is of the Law; but that which is through 
the Faith of CHRIST, the Righteouſneſs which 
is of Gop by Faith(s). Then indeed do we

become righteous,” righteous through the

(3:) Shall we not find that Perſon to be 
righteous according to the Scriptures, who is 
regenerated and made holy by the Influences 
of the ever bleſſed Spirit ? As there is a Ne- 
ceſſity of Juſtification; in-order that we may 
be diſcharged from Guilt, and appear with 
Acceptance before Gon, and as this Bleſſing 
flows from the Mediation and Merits of our 
Lord Jxsus CnRIST, fo there is a Neceſſity 
alſo of our Regeneration, which alone is to 
be expected, according to the Divine Word, 
from the Influences of the holy Ghoſt de- 
ſcending upon our Souls. Except a Man, 


ſays our LorD, be born again, be cannot ſee the 
Kingdom” of Gop (x); and preſently after,

We 
mult become new Creatures (2) ; we muſt be 
Partakers of a divine Nature (a); we muſt 
have a new Heart and a new Spirit (h; or we 
are not among the Righteous in Reality, 
whatever we may be in Profeſſion ; nor are 
we made meet for the Inheritance among the 
Saints in Light. Old Things muſt paſs away, 
and all Things muſt become new, or we are 
{till among the Wicked, the Droſs, the Stub- 
ble, the Chaff of our World, and with them 
muſt we have our Doom and Portion at laſt. 
He who is righteous in the Scripture-Senſe 


is one who is become internally and ſincerely 


holy, and this not by his own Power, but 
by the Spirit of Grace and Holineſs entering 
into him, and taking the Poſſeſſion and 
Guidance of his Soul. Bleſſed are the Pure in 
Heart, for they and only they ſhall ſee God (c).

Holineſs, in ward real Holineſs, a Principle 
of divine Life, an Heart taken off from the 
World and Sin, and dedicated to Gon and 
his Glory, in vain is it bur we hope to ſce the 
Lord (d).— That which is born of the Fleſh ts 
Fleſh, and that which' is born of the Sptrit is 
Spirit (e). 

(4) Shall we not find that Perſon to be 
righteous according to the Scriptures, who 
lves in Communion and Converte with Gop, 
and in conſtant Dependence upon him ? As 
there is to be a divine Principle, fo this di- 
vine Principle is to be exerciſed, and, hay- 
ing been born. of the Spirit, we are to lide in 
the Spirit, and wotlk in the Spirit (,). The 
Connexion between Gop and our Souls be- 


gun in Regeneration is to be maintained by 


Correſpondence and Fellow ſhip with him, and 
daily Reliance upon him. We are to walk

True Religion in the Soul opens and eſta- 
bliſhes an Intercourſe between Gop and 


us. On our Side we fend ta him our Prayers, 


Praiſes, Humiliations, Confeſſions, Wants, 
Sorrows, Hopes, and Joys; and on the Part 
of our Gop are communicated Guidance, 
Relief, Support, Peace, and ſtrong Canſa- 
lation, There is not a Day that a true 
Saint lives in which Gop is not in bis 
Thoughts, in which there is not a Senſe 
of his Preſence, a Fear of his Majeſty, a 
Pleading of his Promiſes, an Eye to his Pre- 
cepts, and à Renewal of Acquaintance with 
bim. A Saint. in his right Frame of Mind, 
unleſs ſome ſinful Stupor has come upon him, 
(which, by the Way, will ſooner or later he 


ſhaken off, and heavily bemoaned) always 


regards his Gop, reads and delights in his 
Word, obſerves his Providences, relies upon 
his

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his Power and Goodneſs, and is found an 
humble Petitioner, and Suppliant at his 
Throne. This is whatthe Scripture in various 
Language calls :ving to the Lord (I) -Ing 
him with all cur Hearts, and Souls, and Mind, 
and Strength (m) — ſeeking the Lord (n) — fol- 
lowing hard after him (o) —walking humbly with 
Gop (p) — and glorifying him with our Bodies 
and Spirits which are God's (q); or, as the 
Apoſtle John ſpeaks, this it is 0 have Fellow- 
ſhip with the Father and with his Son Oy 


CHRIST (7). 

(5.) And laſtly, Shall we not find, ac- 
cording to the Scriptures, that he is a righteous 
Perſon whoſe Converſation and Conduct are 
blameleſs and holy? Internal Holineſs, the 
Seeds and Exerciſes of Grace within, will 
be followed with external Holineſs, or good 
Works in the outward Converſe and Beha- 
viour. The good Root will produce good 
Fruit ; and, when we are planted an holy 


Seed, a right Vine, our Cluſters will chear

both God and Man (s). Being born from 
above there will be an holy Walk before Gop 
in all his Ordinances ; and our Cloſets, our 
Families, and the Sanctuary of the Lokp will 
be Witneſſes to our frequent Attendance and 
ſincere and fervent Devotions. We {hall 
love the Habitation of Gop's Houſe, and 
chooſe rather to be Door-keepers there than 
to dwell in the Tents, or even -upon the 
Thrones of Wickedneſs. The People of Gop 
will be dear to us, and we ſhall delight to aſ- 
ſociate with them, to oblige, and ſerve them. 


As to ourſelves, we ſhall ſtand aloof from 
all impurity, Intemperance, and all the 
Pollutions of the Fleſh, and we ſhall alſo be 
upon our Guard againſt Wrath, Envy, 
Malice, Pride, Hypocriſy, and the other 
Pollutions of the Spirit. And as to the 
'World, we ſhall be harmleſs and without 
Rebuke, obſerving Truth, Righteouſneſs, 
and Benevolence, being kind and tender to 
all, and ready to do Good to all, as far as 
our Opportunities and Powers can extend. 
Thus ſhall we be living Epiſiles of Jxsus 
CuR1sST, known and read of all Men (t); thus 


ſhall we 5hew out of a good Converſation our 
C Works

we deny all Ungodlineſs and worldly Luſts, and 
live ſoberly, righteouſly, and godly in the preſent 
Werld(w) ; thus ſhall we manifeſt to all, that 
we have received an Unction from Above of 
that Wiſdom which is pure, peaceable, gentle, eaſy 
to be intreated ; full of Mercy, and of good 
Fruits; without Partiality, and without H- 
foeriſy (x). As we ſhall be all glorious with- 
in in the Spirit and Temper of Holineſs, fo 
our Covering, in which we appear to the 
World, will be that of wrought Gold, or 
Raiment'of Needle-work, a rich Embroidery 
made up of various Graces and Virtues, 
ſhining abroad to the Glory of our Gon, 
who who bas called us out of Darkneſs into his 
marvellous Light, and formed us for himſelf, 
that we ſhould ſhew forth his Praiſe.

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It ſhall be well with him. Few Words, 
but of vaſt and immeaſureable Meaning. 
The exceeding great and eternal Weight of 
Glory is here epitomized. It is but little that 
we can offer in Enlargement upon them, in 
Compariſon with that which they deſerve, 
but however, let me mention the Bleſſedneſs 
of the Rightecus, or ſhew that it ball go well 
with him in a few Particulars. 

Firſt, It ſhall be well with e Righteous 
in Life. He is one of the People of Gob, 
one that fears, that loves, and that truſts in 
Him, and that faithfully and chearfully 
ſerves Him. He is one whom Gop has 
juſtified, and brought nigh unto himſelf by 
the Blood of his Son; he is one upon whom 
he has ſet his Seal, the Mark of the living 
Gop, that diſtinguiſhes him as his Saint in 
Regeneration; and he. is one whom he has 
brought into his Family, and made a Par- 
taker of the Privileges of his Children by 
Adoption; this r:ghteous Perſon therefore 
ſhall find it well with him in this Life. In 
his Wants, his Gop will be his Relief; in his 
Afflictions, his Gop will be his Support; in 
his Temptations, his Gop will be his De- 
fence; in his Difficulties, his Gop will be his 

C 2 Guide ; 
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Guide; in his Weakneſs, his Gop will be his 
Strength - and, in a Word, Infinite Wiſdom, 
Power, and Love ſhall never fail nor for- 
ſake him. If Creature-Comforts run low, 
the uncreated Fountain that is ſtill full ſhall 
yield him Supplies. 1f Clouds and Darkneſs 
and Storms are without, yet there ſhall be 
Light, and Peace, and Joy within. At all 
Times, 1n all Conditions, Gop ſhall be with 
his Saint and Servant ; and if he is a Stranger 
and Sojourner here, as all his Fathers were, 
yet he ſhall have this for his Comfort, that 
he is a Stranger and Sojourner with his 
Gop(y): that Gop, who is the Droelling- 
place of bis People in all Generations (2). | 
_ _ Secondly, It ſhall be well with % Righteous 

at Death. Gop will be with his Saints, not 
only in Liſe, but, when Heart and Fleſh fail, 
and none elſe can help them, then Gop will 
be near to them, and fafely conduct them 
over the ſpiritual Jordan, Death, to the 
promiſed Inheritance of Glory. How often 
has Gop been with his People in their dying 
departing Moments? How have they tri- 
umphed over their laſt Enemy, even when 
they were under his Power, and how have.

Shades and ſolitary Gloom O Death where 
is thy Sting? O Grave, where is thy Victory? 
But whatever is the Frame of Mind as to the 
People of Gop in Death, yet what Glory 
opens immediately behind it? The Soul of 
the Saint drops its Clay, is abſent from the 
Body, and is preſent with the Loꝶx b (a). It is bid 
welcome to its Gop and Father, it aſcends 
the glorious Mount Zion, it enters into the 
City of the living Gop, the heavenly Jeru- 
ſalem, and mingles with the innumerable Com- 
pany of Angels, and the Spirits of juſt Men made 
perfect (b); and, being ſet free from all Sun, 
Temptation, and Sorrow, and being made 
perfect in Holineſs and Happineſs, dwells 
with its Gop and Saviour, waiting for the 
. glorious Manifeſtation of the Sons of Gov, 
the Day of the Reſurrection of the Body, and 
its Re- union with it in Immortality and Glory. 
Thirdly, It Mall be well with THE RIGHT E- 
ous in the Day of Judgment. I need not tell 
you that a Judgment Day 1s appointed, when 
the Lord Jesus CuRisT ſhall be revealed 
from Heaven in his own and his Father's 
Glory; when he ſhall raiſe the Dead, Good 
and Bad, from their Graves; when he ſhall 
ofy let

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ſet all Mankind before his Tribunal; when 
he ſhall acquit the Righteous, and condemn 
the Wicked; and when both ſhall accord- 
ingly go away to their everlaſting States either 
of final Happineſs or final Miſery. Now in 
this Day more eminently, more emphatically, 
may I ſo ſpeak, ſhall it go well with the 
Righteous. With what Honour will their 
Bodies ariſe from their Graves, clothed with 
the Image of their Divine Redeemer? With 
what Pleaſure will their Spirits reviſit their 
former Bodies, not under the Scars and 
Curſe of the firſt, but in the Glory and Bleſ- 
ſedneſs of the ſecond Adam? With what 
Joy will the Saints find themſelves openly ac- 
quitted, acknowledged, and welcomed into 


the Kingdom of their Father? and with what 


Songs of Praiſe, and Shouts of Triumph 
ſhall they enter with their Loxp into the 
Heaven of Heavens, and take their Seats at 
the Marriage-Supper of the Lamb, there to 
behold the Face of their Gor in Righteouſneſs, 
and to be ſatisfied in his Likeneſs (c)? J add, 
Fourthly, and laſtly, Ir ball go well with 
TRE RiGHTEoOUs through eternal Duration, 
The Reſurrection has now taken Place, the 


Judgment 


( Palm xvii, 13. 
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Judgment is paſt, Hell has received its Prey. 
and Heaven has gathered to itſelf all the 
Saints of Gop from all the different Parts of 
the Earth, and from all the ſeveral Genera- 
tions of Time; and now nothing remains to 
the Righteous but everlaſting Life and Bleſſed- 
neſs. The Saint now ſees himſelf in the Pa- 
radiſe of his Gop, and in his Viſion and En- 
joyment; he feels himſelf perfectly holy and 
perfectly happy; and, what is the Bliſs of 
Bliſs, the Heaven of Heavens, ſo it ſhall be 
with him for ever and ever. From the ce- 
leſtial Heights he darts his Eye through yn- 
bounded Duration, and fees it a pacific 
Ocean, ſees Joys crowding upon Joys, Glo- 
ries riſing upon Glories without Meaſure, 
without Interruption, without End. I am 
** happy, ſays the Saint, and happy ſhall I be 
* for ever and ever. When Thouſands, 
when Millions, when Millions of Millions 
* of Years or Ages are rolled away, I ſhall 
ebe as happy as when I firſt ſet Foot on the 
* Heavenly Shores. My Happineſs is my 
« Gop, the all- ſufficient, the eternal, the in- 
« finite Jehovah : and is not He a Fountain 
« that can never fail, an Ocean that can never 
i beexhauſted? This Gon is my Gop for 
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* ever and ever. Nothing ſhall pluck me from 


his Hands, nothing thall extinguiſh or 


* abate his Love. I am bleſſed, yea, and 
* I ſhall be bleſſed, if an Almighty, All-gra- 
* cious, and unchangeable Gop can make 
* me ſo. Nothing ſhall ſeparate me from 
* the Love of Gop which is in CakisT Jesus 
% my Lorp; here is Fuln:s of Joy, here are 


* Pleaſures for evermore.” 


Having conſidered both the Character and 
Bleſſedneſs of 1E RiG urs, I proceed to 


ſome Application and Improvement of the 


Subject. 

Firſt, Let us examine ourſelves whether 
we are among the Number of /e Righteous. 
Have we been humbled and abaſed before 
Gop as Sinners, and preſented ourſelves, as 
with Aſhes on our Heads, and Sackcloth on 
our Loins, at the Footſtool of the King of 
Kings, our offended Lorp and Sovereign, 
and pleaded for Forgiveneſs with him not 
from Merit but Mercy? Again, have we 
looked for Favour and Acceptance with him 
only in the Method in which He vouchſafes 
them, through the Mediation and Merits of 
his Son, and our Saviour the Lord Jesvs 

CHRIST, 
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CaxrsT, who is the Way, the Truth, and the Life, 
ſo that none can come unto the Father but 
by him; and in whom, and in whom alone, 
there is Salvation; for there is no other Name 
under Heaven given among men, whereby we 
muſt be ſaved, but the Name of JEsus? Do we 
quit the Sands for this ſure Foundation which 


Gop has laid in Zion? Do we drop the 


bruiſed Reed for this firm unſhaken Rock ? 
And do we flee as a Cloud, and as Doves to 
our Windows, to him whom Gop, has ap- 
pointed as the Hzding-place from the Wind, 
and the Covert from the Tempeſt ? Further, 
have we been regenerated by the Influences 
of the holy Spirit? Do we know what it is 
to become new Creatures? And can we ſay 
that, though we were once blind, yet that 


now we ſee, and that our Hearts are taken off 


from Sin and the World, and are placed on 
Gop and Heaven? Again, Do we know 
what it 1s to enjoy Communion with Gop, 
and to lead Lives of Dependance upon him ? 
Are the Thoughts, the Deſires of our Souls 
towards him, and the Remembrance of his 
Name? Do we live upon Gop, and live to 


him, and is there no Day in which there is 


not ſome Aſpiration of the Soul to him, 
ſome

ſome Fellowſhip with him through his Son 
Jesvs CuRIsT? And finally, do we walk be- 
fore Gop in all holy Converſation and God- 
lineſs? Are our Lives pure from all groſs 
and foul Iniquity, every Spot that might diſ- 
credit and belie our holy Profeſſion ? Are we 
the Salt of the Earth for ſpiritual Savour ? Da 
our Lights ſhine before Men ? Are we, like 
good Simeon, juſt and devout ? Are we living 
and fruittul Branches in Cxx1sT the true 
Vine, and do weglorify our heavenly Father 
by bringing forth much Fruit? And do we 
hereby ſhew ourſelves to be the genuine Diſ- 
eiples of the holy Jesvs? Let us not deceive 
ourſelves. Let us not be contented with 
any ſpecious Forms and Appearances of 
Godlineſs ; and let us be concerned that in the 
great Affair of Salvation we are guided by 
Scripture, and there let us inveſtigate the 
Marks and Signs of the Righteous, and then 
aſk ourſelves whether they are to be found in 
us? Let the Mediation and Merits of our 
Lord Jesvs CHRISrH be laid as the Foundation 
of our Faith and Hope toward Gop; and 
then let us build upon them, not Wood, 
Hay, and Stubble, but Gold, Silver, and 
precious Stones; Works acceptable to Gon, 

and 
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and profitable, and praiſe· worthy in the 
Sight of Men. Do not think, on the one 
Side, that you can be juſtified by your own 
Works, but paſs yourſelves out of your own 
Hands into the Hands of CnRIST, as the 
great Propitiation, and Peace-Maker between 
Gop and Man; nor on the other Side do 
you ever ſuffer the Imagination to have Place 


with you for a Moment, that you are inter- 
eſted in the Salvation by CRISH, and that 


vou are accepted with Gop through him, if 
you hve in Sin, habitual, wilful, and pre- 
ſumptuous Sin, but know affuredly, that 
without Purity of Heart, as well as Unblame- 
ableneſs in Life, you are not as yet become 
righteous, and that, though you may flatter 
yourſelves that you are rich and increaſed 


with Goods, and have need of nothing, yet 


that you are poor, and miſerable, and wretch- 
ed, and blind, and naked. O that none of 
us may ever ſatisfy ourſelves with being d- 
moſt inſtead of being altogether Chriſtians | 
Almoſt to come to Heaven's Gates, and not 
to be admitted there at laſt, is to be loſt and 
periſh for ever. Where our Souls, where 
ourſelves, where Eternity depends, we can» 
not be top ſafe, too ſecure,

Secondly, If upon Examination we find 
ourlelves not among the Righteous, let us 
make no Delay, but be inſtantly and ear- 

| neſtly concerned to anſwer their Character, 
that we may ſhare in their Bleſſedneſs. Do 

[ we find indeed upon the Scrutiny that we 
10 have Reaſon to conclude that we are not 
l | among the Righteous, and that, as we are 
lj deſtitute of their Character, that we are in 


Conſequence cut off from their Privileges and 
Bleſſedneſs then let us immediately and ear- 
F neſtly ſeek for Mercy; ſeek for Mercy to 
14 pardon us for the Sake of CarisT, and ſeek 
for Mercy to renew us by the Influences of 
the Holy Spirit. Let us be diligent in the 
Uſe of means, pray to God, read, and hear 
his Word, break off from all wicked Com- 
Ii panions, aflociate ourſelves with te Righteous, 
1} entreat their Supplications for us, and in a 
lf Word never be at Reſt till we have a good 
| Hope through Grace that we are juſtified,

If you would have Healing tor your Souls, 
as Naaman was once to have Healing for his 
Body by waſhing in the Waters of Jordan, go 
to the Pool of Ordinances, and wait there 
till Gop ſhall command the Bleſſing, even Life 
for evermore. Turn you at my Reproof, lays 
the great Father of Mercies ; behold, I will 

pour out my Spirit upon you (Y. f 
Thirdly, If upon Examination we have 
Reaſon to conclude ourſelves among the 
Righteous, as we have their Character ſo let us 
take the Comfort of their Bleſſedneſs. Have we 
been humbled before Goo, have we ſeen our- 
ſelves guilty and miſerable, and lying and en- 
tirely at Mercy? Have we intruſted ourſelves, 
to Jesus CUR1ST, and taken Shelter from the 
Storms of divine Vengeance under the Covert 
of his Righteouſneſs? Have we been rege- 
nerated, and made new Creatures, and, as 
the Evidences of this bleſſed Revolution in 
our Souls, are we maintaining daily Com- 
munion with Gop through his Son Jxsus 
CuR1sT, exerciſing daily Dependance upon 
him, and walking, not after the Fleſh, but

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after the Spirit then let us, as we have the 
Character of the Righteous, take the Conſo- 
lation that belongs to them. Let us be aſ- 
ſured that in Life, in Death, in the Day of 
Judgment, and through eternal Duration 
it ſhall go well with us; let us ever rejoice 
in our Gop, and in all the Scenes and Viciſ- 
ſitudes of Life comfort ourſelves that he will 
be with us, guide us by his Counſel, ſupport 
ps by his Arm, ſolace us with his Love, 
and afterwards bring us to his Glory. I will 


greatly rejoice in the Loxb, my Soul shall be 
joyful in my Gop ; for be hath clothed me with 
the Garments of Salvation, he bath covered me 
with the Robe of Righteouſneſs ; as a Bridegroom 
decks himſelf with Ornaments, and as à Bride 
adorns herſelf with her Jewels (g). And again, 
And in that Day thou shalt ſay, O Lord, 1 will 
praiſe thee ; though thou waſt angry with me, 
thine anger is turned away, and thou cumforteſt 


me. Behold, Gop is my Salvation: I will truſt,

vation. Therefore with Joy sball ye draw Wa- 


ter out of the Wells of Salvation (b).

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Fourthly, and laſtly, Let us comfort our- 
ſelves upon the Deceaſe of any of our Rela- 
tives or Friends, of whom we have good 
Hope that they were of the Number of the 
Righteous, that it has gone well with them. 
Gop was their Pilot through Life, and now 
they have entered their Haven, are ſafe ar- 
rived at the celeſtial Shores, and are join- 
ed with the Bleſſed, who die in the Lok, 
who reſt from their Labour, and whoſe Works 


follow them. 


And have we not the beſt Grounds to 


conclude that this was the Character, and 


that this is the Bleſſedneſs of our Friend and 
Brother, Mr Wilkam Cromwell? He was a 
Member of this Church, I ſuppoſe near if not 
quite fifty Years, or more, and was a Deas 
con of it for near Thirty ; and I never heard 


of a ſingle Blemiſh upon his Character during 


the whole Period of either his Deaconſhip, 
or Communion with us. And methinks it 
is no ſmall Thing for the Lamp of a Chriſ- 
tian Profeſſion to be maintained through ſuch 
an uncommon Space without its ever have 
been ſo much as once damped, or obſcured. 
He appeared to be a Chriſtian indeed, not 
only by abſtaining from what was groſs and 

{candalous 
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ſcandalous, prophane and ungodly, but by a 


Spirituality of Temper and an Attention to 


inward Religion, and the Pulſe of his Soul 
towards Gop; and indeed his Sentiments 
and Conduct.manitelted an happy Union of 
experimental and practical Godhneſs. He 
met, and no wonder in ſo long a Pilgrimage, 
with very heavy Afflictions, but never did 
1 hear him murmur or repine, though I am 
perſuaded he was not without quick and keen 
Senſations. He appeared to be of an humble 
Spirit, and I well remember his ſaying to me 
not long before his Deceaſe, That he 
would lie at the Foot of Gop.”” In the fre- 
quent Viſits I made him in his Decay of Na- 
ture, I did not perceive him in high and 
overflowing Joys, nor on the other Hand 
did he ſeem left to Conſternation and Ter- 
ror. How have I found him with ſome good 
Book of the Divines of the laſt Age in his 
Hand, or on his Table? And where are 
there Writings that ever excelled them for 
deep Penetration, Spirituality, and Chriſtian 
Experience and Savour? He might have 
had genteel Proviſion made for him in Lite, 


beyond what Providence had otherwiſe given 
him, if he could have qualified as a Mem- 


ber 


00 
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Member of the Church of England; but he 
choſe rather to preſerve his Conſcience invi- 
olable, and to remain a Non-Conformiſt, 
than advance Himſelf in the World, and de- 
part from what appeared to him the Line of 
Duty. 

Such was the Perſon, whoſe Death has 
occaſioned the preſent Diſcourſe. May we 
not then upon ſolid Reaſons conclude that 
he was one of the Rigbieous, and that it is 
now well with him, having honourably 
finiſhed Life, and entered into his Maſter's 
Joy ? 

My moſt fincere and cordial Prayers are 
offered up for all the Survivors of the Family, 
to which our deceaſed Friend and Brother 
belonged, that they may be Followers of 


him as far as he was of Jesus CHRIST : and 


may all of us, in our ſeveral Departments 
and Characters, walk cloſely and humbly 
with our Gop in Holineſs and Righteouſneſs 
before him all our Days, and fo be prepared 
to join the glorious and happy Company of 
the Spirits of juſt Men made pertect : and, 
while Heaven 1s repleniſhing, I truſt, by 
one and another in ſwift Succeſſion taken 
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( 34 ) 
away from the Church on Earth, may Gop of 


his infinite Mercy repair our Breaches, and 


attend his Word with the Demonſtration of 
his Spirit and with Power, that fo, inſtead 
of the deceaſed Generation, a new Progeny 
may ariſe, to Join themſelves to the Lox as 
a willing People in the Day of his Power in the 
Beauties of Holineſs. Thus, while the Mul- 
titude of the Redeemed and Saved is increa(- 


ing above, the Saviour's Standard ſhall not 


be deſerted below, but, inſtead of the Fa- 
thers, ſhall come up the Children, bat /ball 
be unto the Loxp for a Name, and for an ever- 


laſting Sign that ſhall not be cut off (g).

Delivered at the Grave of William 
Cromwell, Eſq; July 14, 1772. 


My Fellow-Creatures, Fellow-Sinners, Fellow- 
Mortals, and Fellow- Immortals ; 


HEN Providence is pleaſed to call 


away by Death ſome hopeful Youth 
in the Flower of his Age, who might, ac- 


cording to the Courſe of Nature, have lived 
many Years as a Comfort and Ornament 
to his Family, and a growing Bleſſing to the 
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Church and World; or when the great Sove- 


reign of all, the Lord of Time and King of 


Eternity, cuts ſhort the Lite of ſome eminent 


Perſon, ſuppoſe an excellent Magiſtrate or 
Miniſter, m the Prime of his Days, and in 
the Height of his Uſefulneſs, who among the 
Friends of Religion, the Friends of Mankind, 
is not deeply affected with ſuch Diſpenſa- 
tions, and does not conſider our World as 
ſuſtaining very great and heavy Loſſes, what- 
ever Acceſſions are hereby made to the Num- 
ber of Saints made perfect in the Manſions 
of Glory? 

But when a Perſon who has for numerous 
Years ſupported an unblemiſhed Character as 
a Member ot the Church of the living Gop, 
who has been a fair Epiſtle of ]esus CURIST 
known and read of all Men, and who has 
attained the full Age of Man, that of Three- 
ſcore Years and Ten, nay has gone beyond it, 
and has nearly, if not quite reached to Eigh- 
ty Years, that Period fo juſtly ſtiled in SCrip- 
ture the Seaſon of Labour and Sorrow]; aſk 
you, my Friends, what is there diſtreſſing, 


what is there to be lamented, if we duly con- 


Iver the Matter, in ſuch an Event? Such Per- 
ſons 
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ſons have lived out the Number of Days al- 


loted to Man, they have acted worthily and 
well in them, and they are grown ripe for 
Heaven, and perhaps, as the Hireling the 
Evening Shadow, are Jooking and longing 


for it, and why then {hould they not depart, 


and be with CurisT, which is far better? 
or why ſhould they prolong their Exiſtence 
in this World amidſt Infirmities, Decays, 
Pains, and Sorrows, merely to gratify our 
fond Defires of their further Company, to 
their own evident Affliction and Damage, 
to their growing Trouble in this World, and 
the Delay of their perfect Bleſſedneſs in the 
next? 

Who then, my Friends, if my Obſervations 
are juſt and reaſonable, ſhould weep over 
the Grave of our deceaſed Brother, for ſuch 
was his Character in Life as I have repreſent- 
ed, and ſuch was the uncommon Length 


of Days to which he had arrived ? 


Rather let us congratulate and rejoice, 
than condole and deplore. See here the 
Body of a weary Pilgrim laid to Reſt. Here 
are Weakneſs, Diſhonour, Corruption, 
Death depoſited, ere long to be exchanged 
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or Life, Power, Immortality, and Glory, 
Theſe Aſhes ſleep in Jesus, (and can they 


have a more faithful or tender Eye to watch 


over them, or a ſofter Pillow on which to 
repoſe?) and wait his Call to awake in the 
Likeneſs of his glorious Body, and to bear 
their Part in the Triumphs of that Day, ten 
be ſhall 7 to be glorified in bis Saints, and 10 


be admired in all them that believe (b). As to 


the Spirit, it is already happy with the Loxp. 
It has aſcended to the Mount Zion above, to 
the City of the living Gop, the heavenly 
Jeruſalem, and has joined the general Aſſem- 
bly and Church of the Firſt-born, and the 
Spirits of juſt Men made perfect; and being 
delivered from all the Pains of mortal Fleſh, 

being freed from every Temptation and 
Tendency to Sin, its foreſt Burden while ſo- 
journing below, it is now 1n the Fruition of 
perfect Safety, perfect Holineſs, and everlaſt- 
ing Reſt and Joy. Gop, and CurisT, and 
the holy Spirit, and Angels, and Saints in 
Heaven, and the Spirit departed, are all well 
pleaſed; why then ſhould we be diſpleaſed, 
or why ſhould our jarring Strings diſturb

the general Chorus, and interrupt the gene- 
ral Joy? 

Lament not then, I ſay, for our deceaſed 
Brother, but go from his Grave contented, 
and even ſatisfied with the good Pleaſure of 
our Gop concerning him; but yet with this 
Reſolution, in the Strength of divine Grace, 
that you will copy his Example, that you 
will tread in his Steps, and that by Repent- 
ance towards Gop and Faith in our Lord 
Jesus Cuxkisr, and Hearts and Lives full of 
evangelical Love and Obedience, thoſe Fruits 
by which ſo much Glory redounds to Gop, 
and ſo much Good to Men, you will be 
preparing for your own great Change, which 
will aſſuredly come, and how ſoon you know 
not, that ſo your Bodies may at Death ſleep 
. alſo in Jesvs, and that your Spirits, when 
abſent from the Body, may be preſent with 
the Loxb, and in the unknown but promiſed 
and purchaſed Regions of Life and Immor- 
tality you may land before the Throne, and ſerve 
your Go Day and Night in bis Temple-=where 
you ſhall hunger no more, neither thirſt any more, 
neither ſhall the Sun light on you, nor any Mat;

ſhew the Deſcent of Sir HENRY CROMWELL, 
who was then living. 

This Genealogy commences in the Perſon 

of Glothyan, fifth Lord of Powes, who married 

Morpeth,

| Tydwall, Lord of Cardigan; who was lineally 


deſcended from Cavedig, of whom the County 
of Cardigan took the Name of Cavedigion. 

His Son, Gwaith Voyd, was Lord of Car- 
digan, Powes, Gwayte, and Gwayneſaxye. He 
was wounded in Battle againſt Aviſa, a Scy- 
thian Infidel, in defending the Temple of St 
David's, and died, according to the Welch 
Chronicles, about the Norman Conqueſt, 
Anno Domini 1066, and was buried at Foun- 
tain- Gate in the Pariſh of Cavan. 

From Gwinſtan aþ Gwaith, who was ſe- 
cond ſon of the above Gwazrth Yoyd, and inhe- 
rited the Lordſhip of Powes, was lineally 
deſcended, through about thirteen Genera- 
tions, and in about four hundred and forty 
Years, Morgan Williams; who, in the Reign 
of King Henry VIII. married the Siſter of 
THOMAS CROMWELL, Earl of Ex. 

Morgan Williams had a Son named Richard, 
who reſided at Hinchingbrooke in Hunt ingdbn- 


Hire, and who was knighted, not by the 


Name of Williams, but CROMWELL (5), and

His Son Henry Cromnwell (c), of Hinching- 
broke, was knighted by Queen Elizabeth, 
Anno 1563.

His Great-Grandſon, William Cromwell, 
whoſe Death occaſioned the foregoing Diſ- 
courſe, once ſhewed me a written Paper con- 
taining the Character of his Great-Grandfa- 
ther, drawn up by a Perſon who intimately 
knew him, in which he 1s repreſented as 
having ſuch a tender Senſibility of Spirit, 

that if an Account was given him of a diſ- 
treſſed Caſe, the Narration would draw Tears 
from his Eyes. Another Ancedote was 
alſo communicated to me by his abovemen-
